A telegram from Lissa (via Gyantse) pablish- 
od by tho Dimes of Ceylon on August Ith, 
stutes that the Jstest ramour is that the Dalai 
Lama is not at the Potala, but has fled up the 
Pekin road to a monastery 100 miles away, It 
is stated, however, that he has left bohind the 
Seul of Stute, so tlat the Treaty can be signed 
in his absence. 

Yesterday, Colmel Youaghushand returned 
the Ambun's visit with a small escort. The 
force passed through the gate and maie a cir- 
enit of Lhassa yopor. The city, on. nearer 
acquaintance, proved very dirty. The streets 
serve the purpose of drainaye channels., The 
whole place infested with dogs of 
every description. The houses, hawever: are 
substantial, generally three storeys high. The 
Potala, seen from the other side, is most magai- 
ficent. Some of the retaining walls are over 
sixty feat, high, The great esthodral, from the 
outside, is rather disappointing, but the glories 
within were not revealed to us. 

The populace, contrary to ull expectations, 
showed no signs of resentment at our entering 
the city, only greut curiosity, The side streets 
were blocked with hundreds of people, and 
largé crowds were ‘seen taking short ents over 
the housetops, in order to get a second view. 
Women peeped from every window. 

The Amban receive Col. Younghust nd 
with every ceveuony.

A REMINISCENCE OF TA-SHIH- 
CHIAO. 


The following extract froma private lette? 

The 
writer was travelling ‘last year in -Manchuriu, 
just after the fateful conference of high Russian 
officials at Port Arthur at which it was decided 
to recommend to thé Tsar the creation of u 
special Vieeroyulty of the Fur East. It was 
attended, it will be remembered, by General 
Kauropatkin as well as by Admiral Alexeieff, and 
M. Bozobrazof had been specially sent out by 
the Tsar to report to him, confidentially on the 
situation. 
“As I write a scene comes vividly before me. 
I was at Ta-shih-chiao exactly a year ago—to be 
preciso, on July H—and was present when 
Bezobrazoif, in the middle of u restaurant car 
swimming in champagne, and full of officers 
“ vivified’- with wine, made a speech about 
the nuccess of his mission, und so on, I little 
thought that I was witnessing something almost 
historical, and thet a year later the Japs would 
bo converging on that little station, which looks 
for all the world like a little place in Somerset. 
Three‘ hours later we met poor Kuropatkin 
lower down the line. As someone’ mid with 
absolute truth in tho Times a few weoke ago, 
Bezobrazoff was bolting back to Petersburg to 
get thiear of the Tsar first. Had not Kuro- 
patkin deen too proud te race Bezobrazoff 
across 9 continent, this trouble might have been 
averted. But Kuropatkin ostentatiously stayed 
at Linu-yang to inspect, und arrived in Poters- 
burg to find Alexeieff Viceroy of the Far East, 
though the appcintmént was not made public 
until two or thrée weeks afterwards. I did not 
see Kuropatkin that night, bat had a talk with 


‘his chief of the staff; it was midnight, and we 


strolled up and down the track; he talked
